Hyatt culinary policy seeks to inspire 
and stimulate local economy

The Aruba International Film 
Festival is a week-long multi¬ 
faceted event dedicated to the 
art of moviemaking, and a very 
large part of its purpose is to 
inspire and engage the young 
people of Aruba. This has been 
accomplished in a number of 
methods, but one of which Ex¬ 
ecutive Producer Jonathan 
Vieira is most proud is to be 
able to offer professional level 
training to potential Aruba 
filmmakers with the intensive 
96 Hours Film Lab. 

Initiated last year through 
the efforts of AIFF Staffer 
Donna Miklojcik, Aruba wel¬ 
comed Darryl Wilson, NYU 
Experimental Film Professor, 


for the first such class, which 
attracted a dozen students. This 
year, joining him for the pro¬ 
gram were Maureen and 
Daniel Heffernan, also enor¬ 
mously respected educators in 
the field, teaching acting and 
scriptwriting and advance ed¬ 
iting techniques, respectively. 

This year, the 96 Hour Film 
Lab program hosted 59 stu¬ 
dents in a wide age range, due 
to the gracious sponsorship of 
Digicel Telecommunications 
Company, which funded 60 
scholarships, along with the in¬ 
troduction to the Traveling 
Caribbean Film Showcase for 
3000 school students.

The concept of restaurants and 
resort culinary departments 
using fresh, locally produced 
products as opposed to im¬ 
ported goods, would only 
make sense to almost anyone. 
However, on a desert island 
such as Aruba, where agricul¬ 
ture, for the most part, is only 
practiced by a very select few, 
usually producing fruit and 
vegetables sufficient for family 
consumption, it is revolutio¬ 
nary. 

This is the policy intro¬ 
duced by Hyatt Regency culi¬ 
nary executives along with 
Gerald, (Gino) Kock of the 
University of Aruba on Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon, June 27. 
Kock, a graduate of the Culi¬ 
nary Institute of America in 
Hyde Park, New York, now a 
doctoral student and part-time 
member of the Faculty of 
Tourism and Hospitality Man¬ 
agement Studies at the U of A. 
He is dedicating a case study to 
the feasibility of growth of an 
agricultural industry in Aruba 
deploying modern technolo¬ 
gies such as hydroponics, sti¬ 
mulated by commercial 
ventures turning to locally pro¬ 
duced fruits and vegetables for 
their kitchens. 

In 2011, Hyatt had already 
made the corporate decision of 
promoting a culinary policy 
they call “thoughtfully 
sourced-carefully served;” 
which will attempt to rely on 
locally produced 
ingredients when¬ 
ever possible; a 
sample menu was 
prepared by Hyatt 
Chef D’ Cuisine 

Jeramy Wooldridge 
demonstrating the 
delicious dishes 
they eventually 
hope to integrate 
into their menus 
along with the local 


produce presently deployed at 
the hotel’s restaurants. 

Aruba’s Department of 
Agriculture, Livestock and 
Fisheries has been conducting 


training programs and encou¬ 
raging islanders to consider 
these alternate industries as a 
way to diversify the island’s 
economy, as well as the bene¬

The results of the students’ 
combined efforts were 
screened on Thursday after¬ 
noon, June 28, the final day of 
the AIFF. 25 short films were 
produced, plus an exercise for 
all facets of production deploy¬ 
ing a green screen. 

As to be expected, given the 
short time to produce a film 
and the limits of location, most 
stories focused on Aruba, or 
included distinctive elements 
of the island and its culture to 
advance the plot. Many re¬ 


flected on issues that had obvi¬ 
ously been very much on the 
mind of the filmmaker for 
some time; concerns for the 
environment, loss of a loved 
one, the neglect and mistreat¬ 
ment of dogs and, as there 
were quite a few teenagers, the 
anxieties of coming of age. 

The results were admirable, 
some quite original and inno¬ 
vative, particularly considering 
most were a first-time effort, 
with the information and skills 
absorbed within only a few 


hours. The instructors and Di- 
gicel Acting Manager Aruba 
Remko van der Veldt ex¬ 
pressed their satisfaction with 
the productions and the 
demonstration of potential, 
with the hope that such pro¬ 
grams will continue to inspire 
an interest and experimenta¬ 
tion in this modern art form 
and students will continue their 
education and pursue filmma¬ 
king seriously.

Madoff brother pleads 
guilty, accepts 10-year term 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Peter 
Madoff, brother of shamed US 
financier Bernard Madoff, 
pleaded guilty yesterday to 
helping cook the books of the 
world's biggest ever Ponzi 
scheme and accepted a 10-year 
prison term. 

"I apologize to the people I 
hurt and to my family," Mad¬ 
off, 66, told a packed Manhat¬ 
tan courtroom after confessing 
to tax fraud and falsifying doc¬ 
uments on behalf of his brother, 
who is already behind bars. 

Madoff pleaded guilty to 
two counts of conspiracy to 
commit securities fraud and 
falsifying investment records. 

"Peter Madoff enabled the 
largest fraud in human history. 
He will now be jailed well into 
old age, and he will forfeit vir¬ 
tually every penny he has," 


said prosecutor Preet Bharara. 

Madoff, who was arrested 
earlier at his lawyer's Manhat¬ 
tan office, spoke clearly during 
his statement, but broke down 
when he apologized toward the 
end and said he was initially 
shocked and horrified by his 
brother's fraud. 

"Until December 2008 I 
never suspected that my 
brother stole from anyone. I 
was in shock and devastated," 
he said. "I lost my reputation. 
My family was tom apart be¬ 
cause of my brother." 

Madoff s bail was set at $5 
million in securities and $1 
million in cash. Restrictions 
were placed on his travel and 
he was required to surrender 
his passport. A formal sentenc¬ 
ing hearing was set for October 
4.

Obama surveys Colorado wildfire 
'disaster' 



Furious Spanish investors seek Bankia scalps 


A water transport helicopter (bottom) passes evacuated homes threatened by wildfire 
in Colorado Springs on Thursday. US President Barack Obama yesterday declared 
wildfires in Colorado a "major disaster" before flying out to the western state to tour 
the damage for himself. The inferno destroyed at least 346 houses, forced some 36,000 
residents to evacuate, and left at least one person dead, according to officials. It is still 
threatening some 20,000 homes and 160 commercial buildings. 


VALENCIA (AFP) - Furious 
pensioners who lost savings 
through investments in mined 
lender Bankia booed its man¬ 
agers yesterday, branding them 
thieves, at the first sharehol¬ 
ders' meeting since the bank's 
huge rescue. 

Hundreds of people, many 
of them elderly, descended on 
the meeting in the eastern city 
of Valencia, demanding an¬ 
swers after Bankia crumbled 
under a mountain of bad loans 
and had to seek massive state 
aid. 

"Thieves!", "Go to jail!" 


yelled the crowd as they 
queued outside the Valencia 
Conference Centre for the 
meeting. Nearby, activists 


from the popular "indignant" 
protest movement banged 
cooking pans, decrying the 
Bankia "con".

Thailand 
incinerates 
drugs worth 
$225 million 

Bangkok (AFP) - Thai author¬ 
ities on Friday burned more 
than $225 million of seized 
drugs — including 21 million 
amphetamine tablets — as the 
kingdom ramps up efforts to 
stem the flow of narcotics in 
the country. 

The ceremony, presided 
over by Prime Minister 
Yingluck Shinawatra, saw 
4,000 kilogrammes (four 
tonnes) of drugs burned, in¬ 
cluding large hauls of heroin, 
speed pills and crystal metham- 
phetamine — known as ’ice'. 

Authorities said they have a 
further 24,000 kilos of confis¬ 
cated drugs worth an estimated 
$2.2 billion awaiting destruc¬ 
tion after they were seized in as 
yet unresolved drug cases. 

"The government considers 
drugs suppression a key policy 
and burning the drugs is one 
measure to stop drugs from 
reaching the community," 

Yingluck said at the event at an 
industrial estate in Ayutthaya 
province, north of Bangkok. 

The drugs were incinerated 
in high temperature furnaces 
that authorities said would pre¬ 
vent drug fumes from rising 
into the air. 

Since Yingluck's govern¬ 
ment took office in August 
there have been almost daily 
drug seizures as part of a wide 
crackdown on drug use and 
dealing. 

More than 300,000 people 
have been treated in rehabilita¬ 
tion centres since October 
2011, according to the public 
health ministry, adding half of 
them are aged between seven 
and 24 years. 

The ministry estimates there 
are two million drug addicts 
across the country. 

Thailand, along with other 
countries in the region, has 
seen a marked increase in 
seizures of methamphetamine 
as the world opiate trade de¬ 
clines.

HELSINKI, (AFP) - A 
Helsinki court sentenced a 
38-year-old Finnish man to 
four-and-a-half years in 
prison for sexually abusing 
girls he met through a popu¬ 
lar online game, an court of¬ 
ficial said Friday. 

"Franek Kalmet was found 
guilty of sexually abusing 
young girls between the ages 
of nine and 14 and sentenced 


to prison," the official told 
AFP. 

The man met the girls 
through a popular Finnish on¬ 
line game called Habbo 
Hotel, the official said. 

In most cases the man tried 
to lure girls into having sex 
and sent them messages with 
sexual content. In one in¬ 
stance he managed to lure 
one of the victims into having 


sex, the court report said. 

Habbo Hotel, which is a 
virtual hotel environment 
where players can socialise 
using customised avatars 
called Habbos, has been em¬ 
broiled in controversy since a 
documentary by Britain's 
Channel 4 revealed earlier 
this month that it was a hunt¬ 
ing ground for paedophiles. 

In the documentary, one of 


the channel's reporters played 
Habbo Hotel on several occa¬ 
sions while posing as a 
teenager. 

She received a number of 
sexual innuendos and was re¬ 
peatedly asked by other play¬ 
ers in the chatroom to take off 
her clothes in front of a web¬ 
cam, the documentary 
showed. 


The game is owned by Su- 
lake Corporation, a Helsinki- 
based entertainment 

company focused on online 
social games. 

Habbo Hotel has 268 mil¬ 
lion registered users around 
the world and nine million 
unique visitors each month, 
with 90 percent of users be¬ 
tween the ages of 13 and 18.

Indian doc removes 13cm 
live worm from man's eye 


MUMBAI (AFP) - When an 
elderly Indian patient came to 
Dr V. Seetharaman with per¬ 
sistent pain in his eye, what 
the surgeon found was remi¬ 
niscent of a far-fetched alien 
movie plot: a live, 13 centime¬ 
tre-long worm. 

On examining the 75-year- 
old at Mumbai's Fortis Hospi¬ 
tal this week, the eye expert 
was shocked by the highly un¬ 
usual sight of the writhing par¬ 
asite and had to operate 
speedily to remove it before 
serious damage was caused. 

"It was wriggling there 
under the conjunctiva," 
Seetharaman told AFP, refer¬ 
ring to the thin membrane lin¬ 
ing the eye. "It was the first 
time in my career of 30 years 
that I had seen such a case. 

Retired patient P.K. Krish- 
namurthy had been suffering 
for more than two weeks with 
redness and irritation before 
the doctor pin-pointed the 
threadlike creature under a mi¬ 
croscope. 


The specialist removed the 
13 -centimetre (five-inch) 

worm by making a small 
opening in the conjunctiva — a 
15-minute operation that was 
observed by the patient's hor¬ 
rified wife, Saraswati. 

The patient was relieved of 
his symptoms while the worm, 
which was alive for another 30 
minutes after surgery, was sent 
to the hospital's microbiolo¬ 
gists to be identified. 

Seetharaman had previously 
only heard of worms of about 
two to three centimetres being 
removed. "Probably this is a 
record," he said. 

He suggested the creature 
could have entered the patient 
from a cut in his foot or from 
eating raw or improperly 
cooked food, before entering 
the bloodstream and travelling 
to the eye. 

"If the worm was not re¬ 
moved it could have gone into 
the layers of the eye and 
caused visual loss," he said. "It 
could have entered the brain 
and caused major neurological 
problems." 


European court urged 
not to accredit Down's 
syndrome tests 



STRASBOURG (AFP) - 
Groups supporting people 
with Down's syndrome on 
Thursday called on the Euro¬ 
pean Court of Human Rights 
not to recognise the right to 
tests that would detect the 
condition before birth. 

The Strasbourg-based 
court must "recognise the 
human condition and protect 
the right to life of people with 
Down's syndrome and those 
handicapped", said the 30 as¬ 
sociations from 16 countries. 

The groups were meeting 
as the court was examining 
the case of a Latvian mother, 
Anita Kruzmane, whose 10- 
year-old daughter suffers 
from the chromosomal disor¬ 
der. 

Before Latvian courts she 
had accused her doctors of 
having failed to offer the pre¬ 
natal screening, saying it 
would have allowed her to 


have an abortion. 

After judges rejected her 
suit, Kruzmane took her case 
to the European rights court 
arguing that her right to a 
proper family life had been 
violated. 

But the head of the interna¬ 
tional federation of Down's 
syndrome organisations, Ire¬ 
land's Patrick Clarke, ques¬ 
tioned whether abortions 
because of a genetic defect 
should be a right. 

To eradicate a disease is 
one thing, but to eradicate 
people with a medical condi¬ 
tion is something else, said 
Clarke who has an adult son 
with the condition. 

For Jean-Marie Le Mene, 
the head of a French founda¬ 
tion that backs research into 
Down's syndrome, also 
known as trisomy 21, the 
Kruzmane case is part of a 
larger context in which par¬ 
ents' liberty to keep a trisomic 
child is "threatened by a pol¬ 
icy of eugenics", which aims 
to improve the genetic com¬ 
position of a population. 

This policy which paths the 
way to almost systematic 
screening leads to abortions 
in almost all cases in which 
the foetus is found to be tri¬ 
somic, said Le Mene. The 
court was expected to rule 
within the next few months. 



Four-in-one AIDS drug gets the 
OK in clinical trial 


PARIS (AFP) - An experimen¬ 
tal once-daily pill that com¬ 
bines four drugs to fight HIV 
is as safe and effective as com¬ 
monly-prescribed treatments 
against the AIDS virus, re¬ 
searchers reported in The 
Lancet Friday. 

Doctors tested the new drug, 
called Quad, for the third and 
final phase in which new phar¬ 
maceutical products are vetted 
for safety and effectiveness. 

Publication in the British 
journal follows a recommen¬ 
dation in May by a US Food 
and Drug Administration 
(FDA) advisory panel to ap¬ 
prove Quad for previously un¬ 
treated adults infected with 
HIV-1. A final decision is ex¬ 
pected by August. 

The first trial entailed test¬ 
ing Quad against a three-in- 
one pill, Atripla, which since 
2006 has been a standard treat¬ 
ment for the human immunod¬ 
eficiency virus (HIV). 

Researchers enrolled 700 
patients in centres in North 
America and assigned them 
randomly to either Quad or 
Atripla. 

After 48 weeks of treatment, 
88 percent of Quad patients 
had suppressed viral loads to 
below detectable levels, 
against 84 percent in the 
Atripla group. 

Side effects were infrequent 
but similar in both groups. 
Among Quad patients, mild 
nausea was the more common 
adverse event, whereas with 
Atripla, symptoms were like¬ 
lier to be dizziness, abnormal 
dreams or insomnia and skin 
rashes. 

In the second trial, 708 pa¬ 
tients were enrolled in Aus¬ 
tralia, Europe, North America 
and Europe. 

Patients were either given 
Quad or a widely recom¬ 


mended therapy comprising 
the molecules atazanavir 
(ATV), boosted by ritonavir 
(RTV), together with emtric- 
itabine (FTC) and tenofovir 
disoproxil fumarate, or TDF. 

After 48 weeks, 90 percent 
of the Quad group had viral 
levels below detectable levels 
compared to 87 percent in the 
other drug group. 

Only 3.7 percent of patients 
in the Quad group stopped 
treatment because of side ef¬ 
fects, compared with 5.1 per¬ 
cent in the other group. On the 
other hand, the number who 
reported kidney complications 
in the Quad group was rela¬ 
tively higher. 

Quad comprises FTC and 
TDF, along with a drug called 
elvitegravir (ETV), which is 
designed to inhibit HIV repli¬ 
cation. The fourth ingredient is 
a "pharmacoenhancer" called 
cobicistat to boost the effec¬ 
tiveness of ETV. 

The movement towards a 
single once-daily pill to sup¬ 
press HIV has a huge benefit 
for patients, say AIDS re¬ 
searchers. 

When the first antiretroviral 
drugs emerged in the 1990s, 


patients had to take a dozen 
tablets a day or more, a "pill 
burden" that meant many for¬ 
got to follow the entire treat¬ 
ment. 

"Patient adherence to med¬ 
ication is vital, especially for 
patients with HIV, where 
missed doses can quickly lead 
to the virus becoming resist¬ 
ant," said Paul Sax of Harvard 
Medical School, who led the 
first study in Friday's Lancet. 

"Our results provide an ad¬ 
ditional highly potent, well- 
tolerated treatment option, and 
highlight the simplicity of 
treatment resulting from com¬ 
bining several antiretrovirals 
in single pill." 

Quad is made by the US 
pharmaceutical giant Gilead 
Sciences, which also funded 
the trials, a practice that is rel¬ 
atively common in drug devel¬ 
opment. 

Clinical tests for new drugs 
have to go through a three- 
phase process that is scruti¬ 
nised by independent 
assessors and government reg¬ 
ulators for safety and objectiv¬ 
ity. Publication of the research 
in a peer-reviewed journal is a 
final step in the procedure.

MADRID (AFP) - A forest fire in eastern Spain forced 700 
people to evacuate their homes and indirectly caused a 
brief power cut at a nuclear plant, authorities said Friday. 
The fire had burned 10 square kilometres (3.8 square 
miles) of land in the Valencia region. An electrical plant 
was evacuated in Cortes de Palla and the resulting loss 
of current forced a nuclear plant in nearby Cofrentes to 
briefly switch to generator power before normal function¬ 
ing resumed, a spokeswoman for the region said. The 
fire was started by an act of negligence during the instal¬ 
lation of solar panels in a home, the regional government 
statement said. Around 1,000 emergency personnel were 
working to fight the blaze, along with 28 helicopters and 
airplanes. "The number of hectares burnt is more than 
7,000 and all the work is focussing on preventing the fire 
from spreading and on channelling it towards an area 
where it is easier to extinguish," the government state¬ 
ment said. It was the latest in a series of bush fires 
around Spain this year that have followed one of the 
dryest winters for decades.

American man critical after chimpanzee 
mauling in S Africa 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
An American research student 
was in a critical condition in a 
South African hospital on Fri¬ 
day after he was dragged by 
chimpanzees into an enclosure 
at a primate sanctuary and at¬ 
tacked. 

The mauled body of the stu¬ 
dent, identified in local media 
as Andrew Oberle, was re¬ 
trieved from the enclosure by 
paramedics under armed guard 
at the Jane Goodall Institute 
Chimp Eden near the eastern 
town of Nelspruit. 

"When we found him, he 
was in a foetal position under¬ 
neath a lapa (a roofed, open- 
walled structure) with massive 
injuries, lacerations, abrasions, 
partial amputation from his 
head to toe," said Lloyd 
Krause, spokesman for the 
ER24 emergency service. 

"He lost an ear, he lost a 
number of fingers and toes, 
he's got very deep wounds, 
he's got total removal of skin 
and muscle off his one leg and 


his one arm, fractures all over 
the place." 

The man was with a group 
of tourists when the attack 
took place on Thursday. The 
Beeld newspaper said he had 
been at the sanctuary for two 
weeks and was giving a lecture 
to the group. 

"According to eyewit¬ 
nesses, two chimpanzees 
grabbed the man by his feet 
and pulled him under the 
perimeter fence and into the 
enclosure," said Jeffrey Wicks, 
spokesman for emergency 
service Netcare 911. 

"The man was dragged 
nearly a kilometer into the 
large enclosure while being at¬ 
tacked by the two animals." 

He is now in intensive care 
after undergoing surgery at the 
Mediclinic Nelspruit hospital. 

The sanctuary, which has 
temporarily closed after the at¬ 
tack, did not name the man but 
said he was a graduate student 
at the University of Texas at 
San Antonio studying for his 


masters degree in anthropol¬ 
ogy and primatology. 

"This is a terrible tragedy 
that should never happen," 
said David Oosthuizen, execu¬ 
tive director of the Jane 
Goodall Institute-South Africa 
in a statement. 

"All our thoughts and 
prayers are with this young 
man and his family." 

Oosthuizen said chim¬ 
panzees were wild animals 
that were defensive of their 
territory, and that those at the 
sanctuary had to be treated 
with caution as they had been 
subjected to injuries and abuse 
from humans. 

Chimp Eden is a sanctuary 
for rescued chimpanzees, an 
animal that does not naturally 
occur in South Africa, and is a 
joint venture between the Jane 
Goodall Institute-South Africa 
and a private park. 

It featured in an Animal 
Planet TV series called "Es¬ 
cape to Chimp Eden".

tie impact on earnings. 

Far worse for Barclays was 
expected to be the fallout from 
record fines imposed on the 
bank for rigging interest rates. 
Also this week, a severe IT 
meltdown at bailed-out RBS 
left millions of customers un¬ 
able to complete transactions. 

RBS chief executive 
Stephen Hester said yesterday 
he would forgo his bonus this 
year because of the IT chaos. 

’T think it is inappropriate 
for me to have a bonus this 
year. We have let our customers 
down,” he told the BBC. 

Anticipating a backlash over 
the rates rigging fines, Barclays’ 
Diamond and other senior ex¬ 
ecutives at the bank said on 
Wednesday that they would 
forgo their annual bonuses due 
for their work in 2012. 

”It is vital that all investiga¬ 
tions under way get to the bot¬ 
tom of what has happened, it is 
vital that they go wherever the 
evidence leads and hold those 
responsible to account without 
fear or favour," Cameron said 
yesterday. 

Shares in Barclays plunged 
by as much as 17 percent on 
Thursday, wiping billions of 
pounds from its value, as 


Cameron and British finance 
minister George Osborne said 
the bank had "serious ques¬ 
tions" to answer. 

So far Barclays has ignored 
calls for Diamond to resign 
ahead of an appearance by the 
US national before British 
deputies likely next week to 
explain the inter-bank rates 
rigging scandal. 

"We can see we need a real 
change in the culture of the 
(banking) industry," BoE Gov¬ 
ernor King said yesterday. "And 
that will require two things. One 
is leadership of an unusually 
high order and changes to the 
structure of the industry." 

Earlier, the FSA said in a 
statement that it had "found se¬ 
rious failings in the sale of in¬ 
terest rate hedging products to 
some small and medium sized 
businesses." 

It added: "We believe that 
this has resulted in a severe im¬ 
pact on a large number of these 
businesses. In order to provide 
as swift a solution to this prob¬ 
lem as possible we have today 
confirmed that we have reached 
agreement with Barclays, 
HSBC, Lloyds and RBS to pro¬ 
vide appropriate redress where 
mis-selling has occurred." 


warns of market weakness 


MUMBAI (AFP) - India’s 
biggest outsourcer Tata Con¬ 
sultancy Services warned yes¬ 
terday of "weakness" in global 
markets, marking the latest 
downbeat comment to emerge 
from the country’s flagship 
software industry. 

In the March-ended quarter, 
TCS beat analysts forecasts 
with a 23 percent rise in net 
profit, and gave a relatively op¬ 
timistic outlook. 

But its rivals Infosys and 
Wipro gave muted forecasts, 
warning of a tough year ahead 
due to global uncertainty and 
the growing anti-outsourcing 
sentiment in the United States. 

"There is weakness in mul¬ 
tiple markets, both developed 
and developing," TCS chief 
executive N. Chandrasekaran 
told the annual general mee¬ 
ting of the company which is 
due to report its first-quarter 
earnings next month. 

"The global business envi¬ 
ronment will be volatile and 
recovery a prolonged exer¬ 
cise," said Chandrasekaran. 

The TCS chief gave no di¬ 
rect comment about the out¬ 
look for the quarterly earnings 
of the company, which is part 
of the steel-to-tea Tata con¬ 
glomerate. 

But analysts are not too op¬ 
timistic about the performance 
of India's outsourcing firms for 
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the quarter which ends on June 
30. 

"Management commentary 
from India's IT firms in the run 
up to April-June results has 
failed to enthuse," said Bhu- 
vnesh Singh of Barclays Capi¬ 
tal. 

"The business outlook has 
not deteriorated but the macro- 
economic environment remains 
muddled, with the ambiguity 
on order inflows likely to con¬ 
tinue into the end of the year," 
he said in a note to clients. 

India's IT firms, including 
TCS, have expanded beyond 
the traditional main markets of 
United States and Europe, into 
newer markets like Latin 
America, Africa and China to 
boost revenues. 

The National Association of 
Software and Services Compa¬ 
nies (NASSCOM) has said ex¬ 
ports by the sector are 
expected to increase by up to 
14 percent to $78 billion in the 
fiscal year that began April 1. 

However, some analysts 
have said that the forecast is 
too optimistic. 


LONDON (AFP) - British 
banks, including HSBC and 
Barclays, yesterday were or¬ 
dered to compensate busi¬ 
nesses for "serious failings" 
over the sale of complex pro¬ 
ducts, capping a scandal-hit 
week for lenders. 

Britain's banks needed a 
"real change in culture" fol¬ 
lowing a series of scandals that 
have rocked the country's fi¬ 
nancial sector in recent days, 
Bank of England (BoE) head 
Mervyn King told a press con¬ 
ference yesterday. 

And British Prime Minister 
David Cameron, attending an 
EU summit in Brussels, kept 
up pressure on Barclays chief 
executive Bob Diamond, say¬ 
ing that probes into allegations 
of interbank rate manipulations 
must be seen through. 

In London, regulator the Fi¬ 
nancial Services Authority 
(FSA) said it had reached agree¬ 
ment with Barclays, HSBC, 
Lloyds and Royal Bank of Scot¬ 
land (RBS) "to provide appro¬ 
priate redress" for mis-selling 
interest rate hedging products.

KIEV (AFP) - Over the years 
there has been little to separate 
Spain and Italy, who will con¬ 
test the final of Euro 2012 on 
Sunday at Kiev’s Olympic Sta¬ 
dium. 

Since a 0-0 draw in their 
first meeting in March 1924, 
there have been seven wins for 
Spain, eight victories for Italy, 
and 10 draws, including the 1- 
1 stalemate between the sides 
in their opening Group C 
match on June 10. 

July 9,1994 

ITALY 2 SPAIN 1 (1994 
World Cup quarter-finals) 

Roberto Baggio's 88th- 
minute winner took Italy into 
the semi-finals at the 1994 
World Cup, after Dino Bag¬ 
gio's 25-yard strike in the first 
half had been cancelled out by 
Spain's Jose Luis Caminero. 

The match is perhaps best 
remembered for the moment 
late in the game when Italy's 
Mauro Tassotti swung his 
elbow into Luis Enrique's face, 
breaking the Spaniard's nose 
and later earning the perpetra¬ 
tor an eight-game ban. 

Italy beat Bulgaria 2-1 in 


the last four before facing 
Brazil in the final, when their 
hopes of a fourth World Cup 
crown were dashed by 
Roberto Baggio's ballooned 
spot-kick in the penalty shoot¬ 
out. 

March 26, 2008 

SPAIN 1 ITALY 0 (friendly) 

A stunning left-foot volley 
from David Villa gave Spain 
victory in a pre-Euro 2008 
friendly match in the Spanish 
town of Elche. 

The Valencia striker fired a 
sumptuous volley into the top 
right-hand corner of Gianluigi 
Buffon's goal in the 77th 
minute after Fabio Cannavaro 
had headed away a long ball. 

Italy had their moments, 
with Luca Toni having a goal 
ruled out for offside in the first 
half and Mauro Camoranesi 
hitting the bar in the second, 
but it was Spain who prevailed 
to extend their unbeaten run to 
14 matches. 

June 22, 2008 

ITALY 0 SPAIN 0 (Spain 
win 4-2 on penalties; 2008 Eu¬ 
ropean Championship quar¬ 
ter-finals) 


A turning point in the his¬ 
tory of the Spanish national 
side, as Luis Aragones' men 
secured a victory that gave 
them the belief to establish 
themselves as the world's top 
national team. 

A tight game at Vienna's 
Ernst Happel Stadium went to 
extra time and penalties, and 
after Spain goalkeeper Iker 
Casillas denied Daniele De 
Rossi and Antonio Di Natale, 
Cesc Fabregas stepped up to 
put Spain in the semi-finals. 

"This is an important vic¬ 
tory for this young side," said 
the Arsenal midfielder. "We 
have been waiting for this for 
a long time." 

One week later, Spain beat 
Germany 1-0 in the same sta¬ 
dium to claim their first Euro¬ 
pean Championship title since 
1964.

SPAIN 2012 EURO CUP SQUAD 


LONDON (AFP) - Roger Fed- 
erer kept his dreams of 
equalling Pete Sampras’s 
record of seven Wimbledon ti¬ 
tles narrowly alive on Friday as 
top seeds Novak Djokovic and 
Maria Sharapova also reached 
the last 16. 

Six-time champion Federer 
survived a huge scare, coming 
within just two points of crash¬ 
ing to his worst Wimbledon 
defeat in 10 years before bat¬ 
tling from two sets down to 
beat French 29th seed Julien 
Benneteau. 

Federer clinched an eighth 
career fightback from two sets 
in arrears to win 4-6, 6-7 (3/7), 
6-2,7-6 (8/6), 6-1 and will face 
unseeded Belgian Xavier 
Malisse for a place in the quar¬ 
ter-finals. 

The Swiss star, who won the 
last of his record 16 Grand 
Slam titles at the 2010 Aus¬ 
tralian Open, was staring at his 
earliest defeat at the All Eng¬ 
land Club since a shock first 
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round exit to Mario Ancic in 
2002. 

But after being two points 
away from joining Rafael 
Nadal on the Wimbledon 
scrapheap in the 12th game of 
the fourth set, Federer raced 
through the decider as Ben¬ 
neteau wilted and twice needed 
treatment by the trainer. 

Defending champion 
Djokovic avoided another 
Czech Republic Centre Court 
ambush with a 4-6, 6-2, 6-2, 6- 
2 win over veteran Radek 
Stepanek. 

Djokovic, like Federer, play¬ 
ing under the roof on the same 
court where Rafael Nadal had 
been stunned by world 100 
Czech Lukas Rosol on Thurs¬ 
day, overcame dropping his 
first set of the tournament to 
see off 3 3-year-old Stepanek. 

The Serb goes on to play 
compatriot Victor Troicki, who 
put out Argentine 15th seed 
Juan Monaco 7-5, 7-5, 6-3, for 
a place in the quarter-finals. 

French 18th seed Richard 
Gasquet, a semi-finalist in 
2007, beat 12th seed Nicolas 
Almagro 6-3, 6-4, 6-4 to claim 
a first win over the Spaniard in 
four meetings. 

He will tackle German 31st 
seed Florian Mayer who edged
